call sgrs held by Motoaki Uotorre, J ALGZV/ W9BO. At this point, 
the FCC is sill trying to figure out exadily how many dub siation alll 
Signs Uotorre had been grarted, but it appears the nuvber coud 
be 41. 


Ina May 11 letter, the FCC's Riley Hollingsworth, K4ZDH, 
quedioned Uotorre's need for the rrultiple dub station grarts and 
asked Uotorre to justify the grarts. The cations had mailing 
addresses in various cties in the cortinertal US as well as in Hawaii, 
the Marianas, Guam and Alaska. Sorve of the listed "dubs' held 
ore than ore call sgn, according to the FCC database. Several of 
the "dubs' had the sare mailing addresses. 


Ina Jure 8 e-mailed resporse to Hollingsworth's letter, Uotorre 
volurteered to give up all of the dub gation cll sgns but W3AN, 
Wid is listed to the "DX Gang" and has a Washington DC, mailing 
address. Uotorre lists a Honoluu, Hawaii, address for his personal 
call sgn, W9BO, but he also has an address in Tokyo, ard his reply 
to Hollingsworth was sent from) apan. 


The FCC is in the process of deleting the other grarts fromthe its 
database. Sorre of Uotorre's other grarts were listed under nares 
suchas "Alaska DX Gang," "World Wide DX Contest Team" 
"Artique Wireless Cluo" and even "DX Certury Club," an ARRL 
traderrark. 


Hollingsworth said today that he'll draft a formal response to 
Uotorre this week to dear the case. 


The action was the first of several that Hollingsworth has taken in 
recert weeks, OnJ ure 4, the FCC wrote Steve Massey, N6TT, of 
Marhattan Beach, California, inquiring about the one dozen duo 
cation aall sgns it had granted to im The FCC imrediately set 
aside veral all sgns, induding K6AG--grarted within the last 30 
days-as well as WB6CW, WE6DX, W7TTT, and KF6ULZ 


The letter--from Hollingsworth--requested that Massey provide 
justification for having each of the call signs. It asked for narves 
addresses, and telephone nuybers of dub rrenbers, rreeting tinres 
ard dates within the past year, proposed rreeting tirres and 
locations in the coring year, copies of minutes, copies of the 
doaurert of origination for each dub, and if any other dub sation 
or other FCC call sgns had been assigned to himor to an entity in 
which ke holds an interest 


Hollingsworth advised Massey, an ARRL rember, that the listed alll 
Signs woud be canceled if he does not reply satisfactorily within 30 
days. The FCC also indicated Massey's Arrateur Radio license coud 
be in jeopardy. Unless Massey can conpletely justify applying for 
the grarts, the FCC letter said, "we may also consider the request to 
be an abuse of our licensing processes that woud reflect adversely 
on your qualifications to hold an arrateur license." 


Ina sinilar letter onJ une 7, the FCC also set aside four recertly 
issued dub station call sgns granted to Steven K. Nace, KN5H, of 


Chardler, Arizona. Nace also is an ARRL rrenber. 


The Uotorre case already is having repercussions 
Hollingsworth said that one holder of nutiple duo 
dation call sgrs already has taken the initiative to 
retum themto the FCC before being asked. 


When the Uotorre case arose, Hollingsworth told 
the ARRL that those serving as the trustee of 
multiple dub dation alll sgns "better have 
legitirrate dubs' or the FCC woud be taking back 
the call Sgn grarts. He said the Conmission was 
getting a lot of complairts about all sgn 
warehousing by sorre individuals Additional cases 
are under investigation. 


The FCC also says that forrrer holders of multiple 
call sgns redairred by the FCC may not reapply 
for any of themunder the forrrer holder exception 
to the two-year waiting period. Additionally, the 
FCC does not plan to allow relatives daimthemin 
the future as relatives of deceased forrrer holders 
because the currert holders do not qualify as 
legitimate license grantees 


FCC Imderents CEPT! 


Arrerican Radio Relay League Buletin #38 


Newington CTJ une 8, 1999: The FCC has inplerrerted the European 
Corference of Postal and Telecommurications Adninstrations (CEPT) 
Recomrendation T/ R 61-01 that elirrinates the need to obtain a 
gpedal license or permit for US hans wishing to operate during brief 
vists to rrost European couttries. In addition, the ARRL has begun 
issuing International Arrateur Radio Permits to sinplify operation by US 
hans in certain South Arrerican countries 


The FCC put the final pieces of the CEPT arrangerrert irto place J ure 
7 by issuing a Public Notice in Englis, German, ard Frerch that spells 
out the basic irforrvation about Amateur Radio operation in CEPT 
courtties. To operate ina CEPT coutry, US hans orly need a copy of 
the Notice, their original Arrateur Radio docurrert, and proof of US 
atizenship (a US-issued passport or a birth certificate shoud suffice). 


US hans holding any license dass but Novice are eligible to operate in 
CEPT coutties A US ctizen with a Tedriaan ticket may be authorized 
privileges equvalert to a CEPT Class 2 (ie, VHF-only) license, while a 
US atizen holding a higher dass license may be authorized CEPT Class 
1 (ie, all arrateur and arvateu-satellite) privileges 


The authorization is for use of a portable or rrobile station only, 
induding stations set up at hotels or a canping site. Authorization 
is also grarted for US hans to operate the stations of perranert 
licensees in host countries. The use of Arrateur Radio aboard an 
aircraft is not allowed, however. 


To identify while overseas, US dations will use their assigned call sgns 
preceded by the CEPT call sgn prefix for the couttry or territory 
vised. US licensees operating under this agreerrert overseas cannot 
request protection against harmmfu interference.

Sorre considerations for making sure you get your QSL card returned 
to you in one piece. These observations are based on seeing a nuyber 
of the infarrous plastic deeves with torn QSL cards returned in the last 
6 rrorths or s0. 


¢ Use a retun ervelope that can go irto the ervelope you send to the 
QSL manager without ANY folds. For US managers, I'd suggest using a 
6 3/4 emelope ingde one that is dightly bigger. The 6 3/ 4 ervelope 
allows the QSL to fit inside with litte extra room and the lack of 
folding allows autorrated machinery to not tear the envelope up. 


¢DO NOT ue a #10 for your retum envelope, Wess specfically 
requested. Normally, these are folded in sorre ramrer...and the 
automated machinery used by the US Postal Service tears these up. | 
think the worst is when the retum ervelope is folded in thirds..as the 
QSL fits quite well in two-thirds of the envelope, but the remainder of 
the envelope folds over, and seerrs to get torn off by the autorvation. | 
woud strongly suggest buying a good supply of quality (i.e., not thin 
paper) 6 3/ 4 envelopes, ard find the srallest envelope that these will 
fit inde without folding the araller envelope. Several sources (Plum 
Mackey, W4MPY, & others) sell the airmail envelopes in two sizes that 
solve this problem..particdarly for DX QSL requests, where the retun 
QSL card can be larger than what will fit into a 6 3/ 4 envelope. I'd 
strongly suggest using these for DX QSL submissions, as well as US QSL 
suomissions. However, for the US QSL, which fits nicely into a 6 3/4 
envelope, this may be better, as they are uiversally available ard 
there is very little roomin the envelope that is unsupported by the QSL 
inside, lessening the chance of tearing by madinery. 


¢ Check your return envelope to make sure the glue strip on the flap 
does not corre dose to the edge of the back of the envelope. Sorve of 
the cheaper ones put the glue very dose to the edge of the opening on 
the envelope back. You risk getting your QSL card bad, and when 
opened, the retum QSL card defaced by the envelope glue sticking to 
your card. Bad news if the QSO details are in this area of the card. 

¢ Check your ink that you use to address your envelope... rake sure it 
doestt run when wet is applied (many felt tip pens have this problen). 
Write your address, let it dry a rinute; wet your finger, and rub across 
your envelope. If it runs, keep that pen away fromany QSL envelopes 
Not only can rain ruin your retum address, it gets on ny dothes in the 
hot suntrer when I'menjoying a beer while doing your QSL! 


These are a few of the things I've sen in processing a LOT of cardsin 
the last few months. This isa problemfor a SMALL percertage of the 
rail, but the rate is inaveasing, not decreasing. | think these few gmall 
things that woud really help

Operators must abide by the provisions of the ITU Radio Reguations 
as well as CEPT Recomrendation T/ R 61-01 and the reguations in 
force in the host courtry. US operators plarning to operate in other 
courties must beoorre faniliar with that country's reguations and 
frequency allocations, paying soedal attention to regional differences 


Partidpating CEPT counties as of J une 7 indude Austria, Belgium 
Bosria-Herzegovina, Bulgaria, Croatia, Cyprus, Czech Republic 
Denmark, Estonia, Finland, France (induding Corsica, Guadeloupe, 
Guar, Martinique, St Bartholorrew, St Pierre et Miquelon, St Martin, 
and Reunior/ Dependendes), Germany, Hungary, Iceland, Ireland, 
Italy, Latvia, Liechtenstein, Lithuania, Luxerrbourg, Monaco, 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Rorraria, Slovak Republic, Sloveria, 
Spain, Sweden, Switzerlard, Turkey, and the United Kingdom 
(induding Great Britain, Northern Ireland, the Channel Idands, ard the 
Ide of Man). 


The ARRL has begun issuing the Irterational Amateur Radio Pennit 
(IARP) that allows US arrateurs to operate fromArgertina, Brazil, 
Peru, Uruguay, and Venezuela without having to obtain a spedal 
license (the US and Canada also are CITEL sgratories). The IARP is 
valid in any country that is a sgnatory to the CITEL Arrateur 
Convention. 


The Class 1 IARP--available to Tech Plus and higher dass licersees-- 
requires knowledge of Morse code and carries all operating 
privileges. The Class 2 IARP--equivalert to the US Tedrridan ticket-- 
does not require knowledge of Morse code ard carries all privileges 
above 30 MHz. An IARP is not a license, but it certifies the existence of 
a licerse.
